The Convention Strikes a SuHgr In tlie 


Shape of the Silver ^aestlon— 


Hot Time. 


SPEIKGFIKLD, Ohio, Aug. 21.—The 
democratic state convention assembled 
here 
today under peculiar circum- 
stances. Usuallv the contests are for 
the nominations. At this convention 
the contests were between rival dele- 
gations for seats, between fighting fac- 
tions for platform planks and between 
other elements for almost everything 
except the places on the tick et. The 
silver men realized yesterday they were 
in the minority, but when the commit- 


tee on credentials during the night 
reduced their numbers so materially 
they resolved to make trouble on the 
reports on credentials, and on every- 
thing else. 


As the delegates crowded into the 
city hall there was no favorites for the 
ticket and the interest centered in the 
extent of the trouble that the limited 
minority of unlimited silver men might 
make. 
Ez-Governor Campbell and 
other leaders were up all night. Be* 
tween 2 and 3 a. m. Ex-Crovernor Camp- 
bell gave out a statement that he would 
go up in the convention and decline 
the nomination if it was tendered him. 
Ez-Congressman McMahone, from his 
bedroom; Congressman Sorg, through 
his 
secretary; 
Colonel 
Kilbourne, 
through his friends, and others who 
had been mentioned for standard- 
bearers, also gave out that they would 
not accept. 


Several personal encounters 
were 
features of the night meetings and the 
feeling was no better when the dele- 
gates assembled. The Brice men had 
everything and their only considera- 
tion was to prevent further trouble. 
They were conciliatory, but the minor- 
ity insisted that they had ofiered the 
olive branch and that it had been re- 
fused. This spell was broken tempor- 
arily when Senator Brice entered the 
hall on time and received an ovation. 
Governor Campbell afterward was re- 
ceived with rounds of applause. The 
hall was elaborately decorated, but it 
was too small to accommodate all hold- 
ing tickets. 


It was 10:30 when the chairman of 
the state committee, M. A. Smalley, 
called the convention to order. Prayer 
was offered by Prof. F. S. Breckinridge, 
after which Senator C. S. Brice was in- 
troduced as the presidio g officer of the 
convention. 
His speech was a lengthy 
one, reviewing the past history of the 
party in national and state affairs and 
closing as follows: 


I have a deep interest in the for- 
tunes of the democratic party in this 
state and in this country. I attended 
my first state convention in 1863, in 
the heat of the war, when we nominat- 
ed Clement L. Yallandingham and 
Greo. E. Pugh. I participated in the 
discussions from 1869 to 1876 on an- 
other branch of this money question, 
constantly endeavoring, through all 
these years, to have my fellow demo- 
crats come where we all fiaally did 
come to a sound money platform under 
the wise and able leadership of Samuel 
J. Tilden in 1876, and when we see to- 
day's efforts being made to divide the 
great democratic party just on the eve 
of its revival and resumption of power 
on a theoretical and acdemical ques- 
tion in which no practical result is 
possible, I come to this convention to 
ask full consideration before taking 
passionate action. 


I come to urge the party, in power to 
stand on the platform of 1892 upon the 
money question; to let the currency re- 
main aa it now is and not to change 
our ground without full deliberation at 
a national convention, and a deliver- 
ance from that body. I come to urge 
that a declaration for free coinage 
would be foolish as it would be an im- 
potent and idle declaration. It would 
seperate ua from tho national dem- 
ocracy, It would drive from our sup- 
port thousands, hundred of thousands 
of men wbo otherwise would act with 
us. A declaration in favor of free and 
unlimited coinage of silver—16 to 1, 
made by this convention, would have 
no practical effect and it would mean 
an abandonment of and disclaimer of 


the splendid results of your democratic 
administration. 


"You and I have possibly differed 
from Mr. Cleveland at some time and 
in some things, and it was our right 
and our privileged duty to do sojif we 
were conscientious in doing BO, but 
taking him all by all be is the greatest 
stateaman and parly leader of his time. 
His democracy, his honesiy, his integ- 
rity and his continued attention to 
business constitute genius tkat has 
never been excelled, and in my opin- 
ion democratic success in 1892 was 
largely due, as democratic success in 
1896 will also be largely due, to the 
character of our democratic president 
and to the high plane upon which he 
has sought to place his party and his 
administration. 
Do not understand 
me as suggesting the candidacy of 
President Cleveland for re-election. 
ÍÍO such question is now before us." 


You have heard the republican war 
cry. Their statement that while both 
the tariff and silver question will be 
discussed neither will be the issue in 
the sense of obscuring other questions; 
that the great paramount issue upon 
which the battles of both this year and 
next will be fought will be the record 
ot the democratic party under 
Presi 
dent Cleveland; that question will be

whether it is to be endorsed and its 
policy continued, or whether it shall be 
repudiated and its policy ended We 
accept this and on it will make our con- 
test, and of the final judgment of the 
American 
people there can be no 
doubt. 


"The American people will in the end 
stand by us for home rule—that is to 
say, no interference by the national 
government with the elections of the 
people; for sound tariff--that is to say, 
tariff only made for sufficient reve- 
nue to carry on the 
government 
economically administered, and for 
sound money—that is to say, a currency 
of which all dollars, whether paper, or 
silver, or gold, shall be interchangeable 
and equally good for their nominal par 
in the hands of every man everywhere, 
and the democratic party will be as- 
sured of a triumphant future." 


The senater was loudly cheered when 
introduced and frequently applauded 
as he proceeded, especially in his refer- 
ence to the endorsement of the plat- 
form of 1892, and his pronounced oppo- 
sition to free coinage; also in his 
eulogy of President Cleveland. 


Congressman Byron Ritchie, of To- 
ledo, presented the majority report on 
credentials, which seated the Brice 
delegates from all the central counties. 
When the part of the report was read 
stating that the Campbell deleg'ites 
from Butler county were seated unani- 
mously there was hearty applause. 


Mr. Philip Crow, of Kenton, pre- 
sented a minority report to seat the 
anti-Brice delegation from Cuyahoga 
county, which includes the city of 
Cleveland. These reports were received 
with alternating 
demonstrations of 
cheers and hisses. 


Mr. A. D. Weitzel presented a minor 
ity report to seat the anti-Brice dele- 
gates from Clark county, headed by 
John H. Thomas, These minority re- 
ports included more than the free 
silver issue. The opposition to Senator 
Brice was also involved in them. 


John M. Clark, of Youngstown, a 
radical gold man, delivered a phillipic, 
advocating the minority report of Mr. 
Crow, which favored the free silver 
delegates from Cuyahoga county, which 
was the most pronounced anti-Brice 
delegation at the convention, 


Horace Alvord, of Painesville, made 
an elaborate argument for seating the 
anti-Brice delegates from 
Cuyahoga 
county, and Frank Leblon, of Cleve- 
land, was equally elaborate in defence 
of the Brice delegates. 


On motion of Thomas M. Pax ton, of 
Cincinnati, the previous question was 
ordered, when the roll of the eighty- 
eight counties was called on the adop- 
tion of the minority report of Mr. Crow 
as a substitute for the majority report 
by Mr. Ritchie on the contest in Cuya- 
hoga county. There were 808 delegates, 
but Butler and Clark counties refused 
to vote owing to contests in their own 
delegations. The roll call resulted: 
Ayes, 367; nays, 339; whereupon the 
Brice delegates gave up their seats 
amid mingled cheers and hisses to the 
anti Brice, or free silver delegates, from 
Cleveland. 


As there are fifty-nine delegates from 
Cuyahoga county, the result waa re- 
ceived with great demonstrations by 
the minority who had been de'eated in 
all other preliminary contest-. 
Aftur 
ancor-Hling seats in the hall to the un- 
seated Brice delegatea from Cuyahoga 
county, the vote on the Clark couaty 
contest was taken, the question being 
on substituting the minority report,

Where the sand hills terminate at 
the Union Pacific tracks, on the east 
side of these hills, a wagon road comes 
in from the north, an«ling eastward 
along the Union Pacific, when it strikes 
it. Here is a level piece of road, and it 
was the scene of the robbery. 


There were three men visible, ac- 
cording to Conductor Flynn's descrip- 
tion. Two of the gang got on the train 
at Brady Island, going forward over the 
tender after the train was in motion, 
and, with revolvers drawn, held up the 
fireman and engineer and compelled 
the engineer, at the point of revolvers, 
to go back to the baggage car, open the 
door and gain admittance, which they 
did by informing the baggageman that 
they were held up and that the rob- 
bers had a gan at their heads and de- 
manded admittance. 
They were ad- 
mitted at once and the express man 
was compelled to open the smaller safe. 
He could not open the larger combina- 
tion safe, and the robbers proceeded 
to blow the top out of it with dyna- 
mite. 


In the meantime the fireman man- 
aged to give them the slip, and going 
forward, he uncoupled the engine and 
made the run to Gothenburg for a posse 
of men to help capture the bandits. In 
a short time twenty volunteers were en 
route for the scene of the robbery but 
before they arrived the robbers had 
disappeared. 


The bandits wore black slouch hats 
with black 
silk handkerchiefs for 
masks. They were about five feet ten 
inches high and would weigh about 150 
pounds. They were roughly dressed. 
They rode horseback and evidently 
came in from the hills. The windows 
of the car were all blown out of the 
baggage car by the expolsion. The 
bandits were experts in using the ex- 
plosive. When the dynamite exploded 
the passengers on board were much ex- 
cited but were not molested. 


Section Foreman A. Vroman has 
seen some men around the place for 
several days and has a good description 
of them. Posses have been sent out 
from North Platte and Brady Island 
and every effort is being made to 
capture the robbers before they get out 
of the country. It is impossible to 
learn the amount of booty secured. 


ONLY GOT $ 1 0 0 .

ANOTHER ONB. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 21.—Five 
desperate bandits dynamited the ex- 
press car on the Chicago and West 
Michigan passenger train, due here 
from Chicago at 9:30 last night near 
New Richmond, Mich. It is reported 
that they got $10,000 from the express 
safe. 


The robbers then entered the passen- 
ger coaches and engine and proceeded 
to hold up the conductor, engineer 
and fireman, but secured only two 
watches and $ 7 . 5 0 in money, althougji 
their intentions were good. 


The train was bowling along at a 
rapid rate. When rounding a curve at 
a place in the road that is lined with 
forest growth Engineer Debbie caught 
the gleam of a white light waved across 
the track. He saw by the reflection 
that the track was obstructed and 
brought the train to a standstill. 


As the train was stopped a volley was 
fired into the cab, one shot narrowly 
missing the firemen, and the two men 
were ordered to come down. They re- 
lueed to comply with the demand, and 
the robbers, only two of them in sight, 
did not insist upon it. 


The rear braken an, Timothy Mur- 
phy, jumped off the train and ran back 
to flag any train that might be follow- 
ing. The robbers saw him jump and 
fired at him, inflicting a flesh wound in 
the thigh. 


Conductor E. E Rice stepped out 
upon the platform to inquire what was 
the matter and was fired upon, but not 
touched. 


The passengers were in a desperate 
panic. The women crawled in behind 
seat backs and the men got in as inac- 
cessible places as they could. 


This train is patronized every day by 
wealthy citizens of Grand Rapids and 
northern and western Michigan, whose 
business calls them 
frequently to 
Chicago.

SALOONISTS SURRENDER. 
Koosevelt Wins Jn His Fight for J^aw 
Enforcement. 


N E W YORK, Aug. 21.—The Sunday 
liquor sellers have about made up their 
minds that discretion is the better part 
of valor and are weakening. 
Their at- 
titude suddenly veered, when a number 
of those recently indicted came up for 
trial before Recorder Goff. In special 
sessions last week they were defiant, 
but yesterday they became very peni- 
tent and wanted to plead guilty. By a 
few this action is looked upon as a 
sham to cover a contemplated move 
against the police from another direc- 
tion, but most people who are in touch 
with the saloon men believe they are 
sincere and will in future confine their 
fighting to agitation in the interest of a 
new excise law. 
Between the grand 
jury and the courts of special and gen- 
eral sessions, not to mention the police 
courts, the saloonkeepers who have vio- 
lated the excise laws have a hard row 
to hoe, and the realization of this fact 
has opened their eyes to the folly of 
defying the law any longer. 
Recorder 
Goff had four excise trials to dispose of 
yesterday. All of the accused made 
frank statements, were complimented 
by the court, fined $30 each and told to 
go and sin no more. The mildness of 
the medicine as compared with the 
doses doled out last week lilted a load 
off the minds of all the excise victims, 
and two score immediately entered 
pleas of guilty and promised to behave 
themselves. 
They will probably profit 
by the confession when they appear for 
sentence. Thus it will be seen that the 
law can be enforced if all those chosen 
to enforce it do their whole duty. 


MAYOR OF HOBART 


Dead at 
Supposed to be Amon^; the 
Denver, €ol. 


DENVER, COL, Aug. 21.—A discovery 
was made in excavating the ruins of 
the Gumry hotel, which raises the pre- 
sumption that W. B. Owen, a wealthy 
man, and mayor of Hobart, Ind., is 
among the killed, although his name 
does not appear on the register. 
There 
have been found in the debris two 
shirts on which are stitched the initials 
"W. B. 0.," a vest in the pocket of 
which were business cards of W. B. 
Owen, president of the Terra Cotta 
Lumber company, the main office of 
which is in Chicago, and a canvass bag 
filled with samples of 
fine 
sand 
and clay. Mr. W. B. Owen gen- 
erally notifies R. A. Young, sec- 
retary of the company, when he is 
about to come here, but he had not 
done so this time. It was always his 
custom to go to the Brown hotel. 
Secretary Young says he cannot believe 
that Mr. Owen is in Denver now, alive 
or dead. Mr. Owen has been inter- 
ested in some experiments with clay 
for the making of brick, and it was 
natural, Mr. Young says, that he would 
bring with him to Denver samples of 
the kind of clay used in his big vitri- 
fied brick plant in Cleveland, Ohio.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Treasury offi- 
cials have not yet completed their final 
report of the investigation into the ac- 
counts of Librarian Spofford, which was 
begun about six weeks ago. Expert 
Myers, of the fifth auditor's office, has 
made a partial report, but in the ab- 
sence of Firth Auditor Holcomb, his 
deputy, Mr. J. J. Willie, declines to go 
into details pending the receipt of a 
communication which he is expecting 
from Mr. Spofford. 
Mr. Willie de- 
clined to affirm or deny the truth of 
the story printed this morning by the 
New York World, which states that Mr. 
Spofford is short in his accounts about 
$35,000. 
The World said that Mr. 
Spofford had utterly failed to account 
for money received for searching the 
copyright files and for furnishing kin- 
dred information in reply to inquiries. 
It also stated that Mr. Spofford had 
carried on the rolls positions that were 
unfilled, that employes receired salaries 
much below those credited to them on 
the pay rolls, and that Mr. Spofford 
had offered to make good $22,000 of 
alleged discrepancy. 
Deputy Auditor 
Willie refused to go into any of these 
dealings 
pending 
the 
arrival of 
the 
communication 
he is expect- 
ing. He admitted, 
however, 
that 
until 
the 
inquiry instituted sev- 
eral weeks ago Mr. Spofford had 
not made a complete accounting for 
several years, how many Mr. Willie 
declined to say. Mr. Spofford handles 
the moneys received for copyrights and 
disburses the salaries ot the employes 
ot his office. Mr. Willie declined to 
even approximate the average receipts 
of the librarian from copyright sources, 
stating that that could only be dis- 
closed by the result of the investiga- 
tion. With reference to a report that 
Secretary Carlisle had recommended 
Mr. Spofford's immediate removal, be 
called attention to the fact that Mr. 
Spofford is responsible by law to the 
president alone. 


IMPRISONMENT KILLED HIM. 
Death [of an Indiana Man Revives a 
Peculiar Damage Snit. 


BRAZIL, Ind., Aug. 21.—The death of 
Robert Calvert, which occurred at his 
home, north of this city, yesterday, will 
revive a damage suit that has been 
smoldering in the courts for some time. 
Calvert was engaged in the memorable 
railroad strike last summer and was 
arrested charged with assaulting and 
fatally injuring two nonunion railroad- 
ers. He laid in jail several weeks be- 
fore he secured his release. The jail 
was in a miserable sanitary condition 
and he contracted consumption, which 
caused his death. Shortly after his re- 
lease from prison, when the disease was 
preying upon his body with telling 
effect, he sued the county commission- 
ers for $2.000 damages for permitting 
the jail to get into so bad a condition. 
Calvert's case was beaten in the circuit 
court and it was taken to the supreme 
court, where it is now undecided. Cal- 
vert's friends and his attorneys are con- 
fident that the supreme court will re- 
verse the decision of the lower court. 


At the instance of the United States 
minister here, Mr. Alexander W. Ter- 
rell, the Vali of Erzeroum will furnish 
an adequate escort to Mr. William A. 
Schattebein, of New York, who is 
searching for the remains of Frank G. 
Lenz, the Pittsburg bicyclist, who was 
murdered while on his way through 
Armenia in an attempt to circle the 
globe on his wheel.

can consul for Erzeroum is still await- 
ing here the granting of his sequea- 
teur.

BULL FIGHT_ 
Exposition 


DECLARED OFF. 


Criticised as 
Directors 
Being Weak>Kneed. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 21.—William Ho- 
sea Ballou has triumphed. The bull 
fights have been called off. At a meet- 
ing of the exposition directors, resolu- 
tions were adopted instructing the 
president to order the Mexican village 
concessionaries to do away with the 
feature of their show which has created 
so much adverse criticism. 
It was im- 
possible to get the public to realize the 
difference between the histrionic pro- 
duction, as President Collier called it, 
and the real thing. 


The directors felt, after seeing the 
preparations made by the concession- 
aires, that the ight would be neces- 
sarily in the nature of a fake and that 
it would hurt the exposition to have it.

HUNTING A BURGLAR. 


A Robber Breaks Into a Country 
Home. 


Cat Out a Screen and Made Oif With 
Plunder While the Family 
Were Absent. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 21 —The investigation 
of the county commissioners into the 
management of the Dunning Insane 
asylum began yesterday. 
Thirty thou- 
sand words of testimony were taken at 
tbe first sitting. Towards the end of 
the '^ay's sitting came a horrible story 
that in detail was more barbarous than 
the story of the Pusick murder. It was 
told by Dr. McGrew, resident physi- 
cian of Dunning asylum. 
Itconcerned 
a fight between two madmen who had 
fought in the corridor of ward No 2 
while Anderson, accessory to the mur- 
der of Pusick, was on watch. 
These 
two patients quarreled over some silly, 
childish difference. 
They came to 
blows. They tore at each other's faces 
and rolled about the floor while Ander- 
son looked on. One of them, in the 
frenzy of a raving maniac, set his teeth 
into the face of the other. He bit off 
his nose and spat it out on the stone 
floor of the corridor. The maniac with 
whom this patient was battling, sprang 
away from the death grip, fell bleeding 
and screaming to the floor, saw the flesh 
torn from his own face, stuffed it into 
his mouth and chewed his own nose to a 
pulp and swallowed it. He said that 
would make it grow again; and Ander- 
son looked on. This was the sworn testi- 
mony of Dr. McGrew, resident physi- 
cian at Dunning asylum. While it was 
being given one of the commissioners 
turned sick and pale. Jule Adams, 
one of the committee, covered her 
face with her hands and clutched the 
arm of her chair. McGrew made the 
story more effective by the quiet way 
he told it. So far as his manner was 
concerned, it was not an unusual oc- 
currence at Dunning. 


At the end of the story somebody 
whispered to President Healey, of the 
commissioners, "You said there was 
nothing to investigate." Healey looked 
up. His face was pale and his eyes full 
of the horror of the story he had just 
heard. "God forgive me," he said, "I 
did. But 1 did not know—did not 
know these things." 


Although the inquiry was only begun 
yesterday, enough was drawn out to 
show that great abuses have been prac- 
ticed in the asylum. Most of the evi- 
dence given yesterday was regarding 
the routine management of the institu- 
tion.

If colored people or white peo- 
ple do not want their offspring to be 
shot at, let them teach these youths to 
keep out of orchards and gai'dens and 
hen roosts where they have no right. 


lu such districts as the one in which 
the Flagler home is situated scarcely a 
peach, or a melon, or a pear, or an ap- 
ple is over allowed to ripen. The people 
to whom they belong aud who have 
planted and tended them seldom get any 
benefit. If they contest their rights to 
their own property with the desperate 
young hoodlums who take possession, 
they get back only defiance, impudence, 
obscenity aud profanity, and the on- 
slaught ou the orchards and gardens is 
redoubled. 
Fences are broken down on 
suburban farms, covrs are milked, valu- 
able young trees are broken off in sheer 
viciousness, aud occasionally bai-ns aud 
outbuildings are fired. The robbing of 
poultry houses is a matter of such com- 
mon occurrence that it is rather looked 
for. 


No such lawlessness exists in any 
other civilized country, and it is time 
to stop it in this oue. The law ought to 
stop it, but if the law does not then the 
solemn, moral sentiment of virtuous 
people who. have no gardens or farms 
will be shocked occasionally by such in- 
cidents as the one at Washington. 
It is 
the parents of the young desperadoes 
•who are most to blame. 


THORNTON R. PRIME, of Dwight, III, 
in B letter to the New York World, has 
the following concerning the corn crop: 
"In twenty-five years' experience I have 
never seen anything like the pospects 
of the growing corn crop of 1895 
Under present conditions you can look 
for a harvest of over 2 000 0000,000 
bushels of corn in the United 
States. 
This ought to be worth on the farms of 
the country, on an average, twenty five 
cents a bushel, or $500,000,000. 
If the 
European grain crop is short, and the 
English harvest is known to be so, our 
exports will be enormous, causing a 
balance of trade in favor of the United 
States. 
The corn crop will not be 
thrown upon the market at 
lower 
prices than twenty-five cents a bushel. 
Arrangements are being made now to 
assist such farmers as are obliged to 
seU. 
I believe that 1896 and 1897 will 
see a wonderful stimulus in the way of 
Lome improvements, new enterprises, 
and a general development among the 
American agriculturists, to an extent 
we have not known for many 
years 
The great west will prosper if the crops 
sufier no injury in the next four weeks 
la a word, we are not only going to see 
good times, but the best we have ever 
seen in our history as a nation." 


Public Spirit In Rural Districts. 
The editor of The New England Mag- 
azine exhorts country neighborhoods to 
wake up and make the landscape beau- 
tiful, the people wise, handsome and 
public spirited. 
Among other agents to 
this end none is more pow^erful than the 
public school, which ought to turn out 
every year noble, intelligent young citi- 
zens. 
The editor says: 


Two things must tend to make the common 
schools of the country better nurseries, in tha 
one case, of public spirit and, in the other, o£ 
interest in country life—the exteusiou of the 
study of our national hLstory and of civil gov- 
ernment and the new attention which is being 
paid to nature studies. 
Too little has been 
done by the country schools in the past to 
open to the country boy and girl the beautiful 
secrets of their environment. 
Sympathy and 
sensitiveness have led this one and that into 
companionship with the birds and the woods 
and have made naturalists of some. But ovory 
country child should be taught enough of bot- 
any and geology, of the science of the soil and 
the things that grow in it, of plant life and 
animal life, to make his world more eloquent 
and didactic and beckoning than it usually is. 
We wish that every country schoolhouse in 
the future might be set in a garden and that 
everj'thing in farm life might become science 
before it has a chance to become drudgery. 
Each town should have its little natural his- 
tory museum, where every local rock and tree 
and fern and flower and beast and bird should 
be represented, and school should vie with 
school in making contributions. There should 
be closer touch between the various district 
schools and once a year at least a common 
festival at some common center.

The illuminant of the future is either 
electricity or the new gas, acetylene, 
probably both. Later experiments with 
acetylene prove all the merit at first 
claimed for it. 
A given volume of it 
will produce 
t i j ^ s as much light as 
the same volume of coal gas from the 
most approved burner. 
The acetylene 
throws off only four-fifths as much car- 
bonic acid as the coal gas does and only 
one-sixth as much water. Finally it re- 
quires in combustion only half so much 
oxygen as the coal gas does. It will be 
seen, therefore, that it poisons the air far 
less than ordinary illuminating gas does. 
To all these advantages is added the fact 
that the acetylene can be made more 
cheaply than the coal gas. 
Apparently 
the gas companies will therefore consult 
both their own interests aud those of 
their customers by initiating at once ex- 
periments looking to the substitution of 
acetylene for ordinary coal gas. The new 
gas can be liquefied readily, and with 
proper care can be conveyed in this form 
to private dwellings in the country and 
to other places out of reach of gas pipe.s. 
When the pre.ssure is removed, the fluid 
becomes gas again and burns as such. 


The most dearliy weapon of modern 
warfare is the new Maxim rifle. A sin- 
gle .'^oldier can carry it, and ifc weighs 
-10 pounds. 
In ouo minute it will fiend 
000 bullets tlirough 40 inches of oak. 
Wlicu the armies of the world 
aru 
eqiripped with this gun, war will be 
quick work, unless the contractcrs wiio 
fi;nii: ]i army supplies can manage to 
lengthen it out. 


It is by no means impossible that the 
emperor of Germany will run his head 
into a war of some kind yet in spite of 
everything. Germans complained of the 
sulky attitude of the French naval oiB- 
cers at the opening of the Baltic canal. 
But suppose France had been the victor 
and had captured a good slice of Prussia 
and kept it and forced Germany to pay 
an indemnity besides. 
Is it likely that 
German ofScers would have felt very 
jolly or festive in being forced to assist 
at one of the triumphant celebrations of 
the French, even 25 years after their 
country had been stripped of two of its 
fairest states? The probability is that 
they would not have been even as polite 
as the French were at Kiel. In celebrat- 
ing the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
battle of Sedan, Sept. 2, with unneces- 
sary fuss and feathers, William and his 
advisers do a foolish thing. 
They will 
enrage the French all over again, and 
France is now in close alliance with 
Russia, the very union which Bismarck 
strove during all his political life to 
prevent. 
Germany has the substantial- 
fruits of the victory. 
She can afford to 
be generous and pass the date of the 
great battle quietly over. 
Germany's 
wisest policy will 
be to 
conciliate 
France. 


A recent writer, who perhaps knows, 
¿ays that a pecan orchard is better than 
bank stock or a gold mine. 
According 
to his computation an acre of pecan 
trees will yield to its owner $2,500. 
Pecan nut cakes are becoming a very 
popular edible, and one firm makes 50,- 
000 pounds of them every year. 
The 
writer says, moreover, that the hardy 
upland pecaoi will grow in any part of 
the United States. 
This may be true, 
and if true it is an easy way to make a 
fortune. 
But there are pecans and pe- 
cans. 
Only those from Texas bring the 
highest price. 
The little pecan nuts 
often put upon the market, with their 
twisted up kernels so imbedded in the 
convolutions of the shell that it is al- 
most impossible to get them out, are a 
fraud. 
Give us the nut with the big, 
smooth kernel, and we will buy it and 
fcontribnte to the grower's fortune will- 
ingly.

For the poor tlris work must necessai-ily 
be money getting for themselves. 
For 
the rich it should be work for the ad- 
vancement of civilization and progress 
and the alleviiition of the wrongs and 
miseries of society.

preached first and foremost to be Amer- 
ican, heart and soul, and to go in with 
any person, heedless of anything but 
that person's qualifications.

It literally makes no dific'erence to me so 
long as the work is good and the man is 
in earnest."

Calvin S. Brice, for the earnest and ef- 
fective support he has given to the 
president in these matters. 
When we 
consider the fact that the democratic 
party received from the republicans in 
1892 a bankrupt treasury; that it in- 
herited from them the vicious currency 
and tariff laws which had prepared and 
finally produced the panic of 1893, we

Aericultural Attaches to Be Sent by Eu- 
ropean Governments. 


Several of tho European governments 
have decided to send to their embassies 
or legations in this cotmtry what they 
term '' agricultural attaches.'' 
Such an 
attache will bo expected to keep his 
home government informed not only as 
to crop conditions, prospects and prices 
in the United States at regular intervals, 
but also to keep his people posted as to 
progress in all agricultural methods and 
improvements from time to time. 


Germany is the first to send an at- 
tache of this sort, who arrived in Wash- 
ington a few days ago. 
His name is 
Beno Keinhardt Freiherr von Herrman. 
He is a baron, although an agricultur- 
ist, so that he will no doubt be welcome 
into official society this winter despite 
his long name. 


It is understood that both the Eng- 
lish and French governments will soon 
follow the example of Germany and 
send an agricultural attache to their 
embassies here, and Secretary Morton 
novv thinks that it might be wise ou the 
part of our government to return the 
compliment by sending some of 
our 
most practical and successful farmers 
abroad in place of the few military aud 
naval attaches who preibumably adorn 
the diplomatic service of the United 
States. —Chicago Times-Herald,

Thero is now being built ut tho IBald- 
v/in Locomotivo Avork.s, in Pliiladel- 
phia, an ordinary locomotivo with driv- 
inp; -wheels of iivo feet diamelor, which 
it is suid will as soon as completed 
draw a train of cars from Philadelplr'a, 
to this city ill an horn-, or just about 
one-half tho timo now required by tho 
colossal and costly engines of tho Peun- 
sylvania ro::d. 


This claim is not made by the Bald- 
wins. 
They have nothiuf? to say ou the 
subject. 
They are simply building tho 
locomotivo for iirivato parties and aro 
to recoivo their regular prico of 
0,000 
for it. When it is complotcd, their part 
in tho matter i.s ended. The gcntleniaii 
who is paying for the locomotivo is W. 
J. Holm an of Minneapoli.s, an elderly 
inventor, who has beon in the railroad 
business all his life and who has now 
invented something which, it is claimed, 
will completely revoiutiouizo railroad- 
iug. 


It is not pretended that tlio ordinary 
$10,000 locomotive which tho Baldwins 
are building would, if sot upon any 
railroad track, be able to travel 90 
miles an hour. 
Tho locomotive is not, 
however, to be set ou tho rails as en- 
gines generally are. 
When it is com- 
pleted, it is to be placed on what are 
known as the Holmau friction geared 
trucks, which will raise it 30 inches 
above the surface of the rails. 


It will be just like any other locomo- 
tive except that each of its driving 
wheels will rest upon and between two 
smaller wheels, which in turn will rest 
upon and between three other wheels 
that finally rest on the rails. 
The in- 
stant the drivers of the locomotive l;o- 
gin to turn they necessarily through 
friction give an opposite rotary motion 
to the small wheels upon which they 
bear, and these small wheels jnst as 
necessarily give a forward rotary mo- 
tion to the third set of wheels upon 
which they are bearing. 
The natural 
and inevitable result is that one revolu- 
tion of tho locomotive's driving wheels 
by this multiplicity of wheels in pyra- 
mid form carries the locomotive forward 
just twice as far as a single revolution 
of the driving wheels on the rails them- 
selves. In other words, tho speed of the 
engine, whatever that speed might be, 
on the rails themselves is exactly dou- 
bled by the use of this newly invented 
truck. 


In an experiment which was made 
with 
an 
ordinary locomotive 
thus 
mounted in Minnesota on a branch of 
the Northern Pacific railroad recently a 
speed of 80 miles was said to have been 
easily attained. The invention has been 
kept quiet, it being the purpose of those 
interested to say nothing aboUt it until 
its practical utility was demonstrated 
by a run from Philadelphia to New 
York within an hour's time. That, it is 
believed by the inventor, will be the 
shortest and quickest way of letting the 
world know that a new marvel iu me- 
chanics has come into existence. 


In addition to the increase of speed 
attainable this new invention will, it is 
claimed, 
save 
millions 
of 
dollai's 
through the diminished wear and tear 
upon the rails, for the weight of loco- 
motives will then be farther distributed 
along the track, and at no point of any 
rail will there be a pressure more than 
one-third as great as is now exerted by 
the driving wheels.—New York World.

Doubly Fortunate W i l l B e the Man W h o

The proposed gathering of the surviv- 
ing members of the Palmetto regiment 
at tho Cotton States and International 
exposition will be an interesting occa- 
sion of some historical importance. Aft- 
er the battle of New Orleans General 
Jackson, who was a native of South 
Carolina, received from the ladies of 
that city a handsome souvenir vase as a 
token of their strong admiration of his 
great prowess in the war with Great 
Britain. Ou his dealli General Jackson 
willed tbe vaso to tho bravest soldier 
that South Carolina should send to the 
next foreign war. 


The Palmetto regiment went 1,100 
strong to tho Mexican war, but only 800 
survivors retm'ued. 
A committee was 
appointed to decide which was the 
brave.st of tho 300, but where all were 
Spartans in valor tho committee had a 
hopole.?s ta.sk. The vaso then went into 
the pos.^es.-ion of South Carolina, and 
the legislature then undertook to dis- 
po.se of it according to tho wishes of 
General Jacki-:on. 


Tlio legi.slatnro finally di.^posed of tho 
matter by deciding that tho vaso should 
go to the last survivor of the Palmetto 
regiment. There are now only 10 or 12 
survivors, luid their coming to Atlanta 
will bring a distinguished group of men. 
The vaso will be exhibited and v.-ill bo 
an object of great interest. It is of solid 
silver and beautifully embo.ssed, being 
about IS indios high. Judge J. J. Mar- 
tin of Atlanta, ono of tho snrvivors, 
suggested t;:o gatlioring, v/hich v.-ili 
doubtle.ss take pirco.
